GRAND JURY WILL 
CONSIDER FORGERY 
IN VAN DYNE CASE 


Transaction Involving Checks 
Drawn in Favor of Missouri 
Pacific to Be Investigated. 


AMAZED AT HIS ARREST; 


Former Cashier Says He Still 
Hopes to Pay Back $76,000 
—English Also Held. 


Samuel W. Van Dyne’s arrest last 
night at his home, 5766 Westminster 
place, on a charge of embezzling $76,000 
from the Missouri Pacific Railroad, of 
which he was the cashier at the St. 
Louis freight office for 11 years, will ve 
followed by a grand jury investigation 
to determine whether forgery, as well as 
embezzlemeut, figures in his diversion 
of funds. 

This statement was made to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today by Circuit At- 
torney Harvey.“ The question involved, 
he said, is whether Van Dyne signed 
seven checks, for a total of $76,000, 
without the authorization of the other 
officers of the American Disinfecting 
Co., 2108 Olive street. 

Van Dyne is now vice president and 
local manager of the American Disin- 
fecting Co. His brother, J. R. Van Dyne, 
is president of the company, and an- 
other brother, Cooper Van Dyne, is sec- 
retary and treasurer. | 

At the company’s offices this morning 
it was stated that Samuel Van Dyne 
signed company checks, with the name 
of tho company and his own name, as 
vice president. 

Tells of Check Transaction. 
In Joplin last Friday, Van Dyne told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, when ques- 
tioned, that he had written the seven 
checks for $76,000 without the knowledge 
of his brothers, but with the knowl- 
edge of his office assistant. He said 
the checks were made payable to the 
Missouri Pacific, and signed with the 
name of the disinfecting company. His 
own name, he said, did not appear on 
the checks. Van Dyne sid he himself 
as cashier for the Missouri Pacific in- 
dorsed the checks with the rallroad's 
rubber stamp and then deposited the 


checks in the National Bank of Com- 


merce to the Missouri Pacific's credit. 
The checks were drawn on the First 
National Bank of San Francisco, and 
in due time came back marked no 
funds.“ Van Dyne admitted to the re- 
porter that he knew at the time that 
the American Disinfecting Co. did not 
money in the San  F'rancisco 
bank, but that he had the promise 
that $76,000, to cover the checks, would 
be deposited there by Ben Blair and 
A. L. Blair.“ the mysterious Texans to 
whom Van Dyne insists he gave the 

Missouri Pacific’s $76,000 last March. 
The grand jury investigation, Circuit 
Attorney Harvey said, would begin to- 
morrow.

The accounts of Edward J. English of 


€07A Hartford street, who also was ar- 
rested yesterday, charged with em- 
bezzling $3600, also will be investigated 
by the grand jury. English for years 
was Van Dyne’s assistant, and became 
cashier April 1, when Van Dyne re- 
signed. He was discharged May 1, while 
the audit of Van Dyne's books was being 
made. He signed a memorandum on 
May 2, at Van Dyne's request, stating 


that Van Dyne had no knowledge of his 


discrepancies. ; 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Baer, after 
talking with auditors and officials of the 
Missouri Pacific today, said there was 
nothing thus far to show that Van Dyne 
knew anythi: about the shortage in 
English’s accounts. English, he said, 
was the counter man” in the cashier's 
office, He took in money which ship- 
pers. sent direct to the office, whereas 
Van Dyne handled the larger amounts 
which were brought in by the company’s 
collectors. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Baer said 
that Missouri Pacific auditors had told 
him that it appeared Van Dyne had 
deen taking the railroad’s money for 
two or three years. The method,. he 
taid, was to take cash out of one day's 
receipts, and to hold back checks -to 
8 this amount, for deposit the next 
ay. 

The books, Baer said, closed each day 
before banking hours, and considerable 
cash and checks came in during the 
afternoon after books closed. He said 
that auditors believed Van Dyne man- 
aged to conceal his discrepancies, at 
audit periods, by listing as uncollected 
certain amounts which had been paid 
by check. On March 31, the day he quit 
the railroad, Baer said, Van Dyne, left 
t » 6, in American Disinfecting Co. 
checks at the freight office. These 
checks, if of value, would have made 
his accounts balance. As it was, they 
helped to conceal, for a time, the di- 
version of $76,000 of the railroad’s money.

\LANSING MAY BE 


NEXT PRESIDENT 
BUT FOR A DAY 


March 4 Falls on Sunday, and 
Inauguration Will Be on 
Monday. 


Rotert Lansing, Secretary of State, 
may te the next President. A St. 
Louis lawyer, who asked that his 
name be not used, gave this opinion 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter today, 
backed by reasons which sound plau- 
sible, whether or not they prove con- 
ciusive. 

This does not mean that Lansing 
will be nominated and elected to the 
presidency for a four-year term. It 
means only that he may fill that of- 
fice for an interval of 24 hours or 
less, because of he fact that March 
4 next, the constitutional inauguration 
day, falls on Sunday. 


Fresident Wilson can held over, 
the expiration of his term, . n 4, 
i: a constitutional question. Thie ques- 
tion would exist just the same if he 
should be elected to succeed himself. 
The Vice President’s term ends when 
the President's term does. The Con- 
stitution designates the Secretary of 
State as the successor to a vacancy in 
the presidency when the Vice Presi- 
dent does not succeed. 

The Post-Dispatch's Washington 
correspondent asked Representative 
Webb of North Carolina, chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee, for 
his opinion on this matter. He said 
a situation might arise which would 
require Lansing to take the oath as 
Fresident Sunday noon, March 4, and 
ect until the inauguration of the new 
President the next day.

Woman Who Sent Mrs. Waite’s 
Brother Mysterious Telegram 
Guest at Physician’s Home. 


WIFE ON THE STAND: 


Daughter of Slain Millionaire 
Sobs as She Testifies Against 
Husband Brother a Witness. 


NEW YORK, May %.—The sender of 
the mysterious K. Adams” telegram, 
which has figured in the case of Dr. 
Arthur Warren Waite, accused of the 
murder of his father-in-law, John E. 
Peck, - millionaire Grand Rapids drug 
manufacturer, was identified as Eliz- 


abeth B. Hardwick of Somerville, N. J., 
at Waite’s trial today. This was the 
telegram sent from New York to Grand 
Rapids, urging Percy Peck to have an 
autopsy performed on his father’s body. 

Miss Hardwick said she lived in the 
home of Dr. Jacob Cornell of Somer- 
ville, N. J., who testified yesterday that 
he called at the Waite home the day 
Peck died. She testified that she sent 
the telegram to Percy Peck after Dr. 
Cornell returned from the Waite apart- 
ment and that someone told her to send 
it. A question as to who directed her 
was ruled out. She was then excused. 

Miss Hardwick was on the witness 
stand only a short time. She testified’ 
that she sent the K. Adams’’ telegram 
on March 12 from the Grand Central 
Sation in this city warning the Peck 
family that Peck might have suffered 
foul play. 

Mrs. Clara Louise Peck Waite id 
her husband in the court for the first 
time today when she took the stand as 
a witness against him. Mus. Waite was 
dressed in mourning. Waite, sitting with 
bowed head all the forenoon. looked at 
his wife but she appeared not to see 
him. 

Mrs. Waite testified concerning her 
father’s visit from Grand Rapids to New 
York and said that Waite suggested that 


Dr. Albertus A. Moore be called to see | 


her father. 

„We- that is, father, Dr. Waite and 
myself—had planned to g0 to Hot 
Springs on a visit. Father appeared to 
be in very good health.”’ 

Wife on Stand Sobs, 

Some time after her father’s arrival 
here, 
fainting spells. Waite already has ad- 
mitted that he 4dnoculated him as well as 
Mrs. Peck with disease germs. The wit- 
ness told of an occurrence at dinner 
three days before Peck’s death, when 
Waite served her father with some oys- 
ters and later he remarked that the 
parent felt unusually drowsy. When 
asked if she noticed anything unusual 
in Waite’s manner, Mrs. Waite broke 
down and sobbed, but finally replied 
No., only what my maid told me later.“ 

She said her father’s condition grew 
gradually worse and she called in Dr. 
Moore several times. 


Mrs. Waite in continuing her testimony 
said her husband went out on calls“ 
at all times of the day and night. The 
night before her father died, she said, 
Waite gave him an egg-nogg, and Peck 
complained that it made him ill. Next 
morning her father was dead. 


John Cuniff, a special officer attached 
to the District Attorney’s office, recalled 
to the stand, identified several medical 
books found in Waite's apartment. One 
of them, he said, had been marked at a 
passage dealing with arsenic poisoning. 

Dr. Perry Schurtz of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., who said he made the aptopsy on 
Peck’s body in Grand Rapids, corrob- 
orated the testimony of other physicians 
as to the presence of arsenic in the body 
and declared it und ubtedly had caused 
death. 

Percy Peck of Grand Rapids, son of 
John E. Peck, testified that on Feb. 10 
last Dr. Waite told him that his father 
Jong in years and that 
Waite would not be surprised if he lived 
only a short time. Peck died March 12. 
The witness said that, immediately aft- 
er Peck’s funeral, Dr. Waite asked if 
his wife, Clara Peck Waite, could ob- 
tain the use of her share of the Peck 
estate before the will was probated. 

Undertaker on Stand. 

In the testimony yesterday, Joseph 
Strattler, a Grand Rapids undertaker, 
asserted that when Dr. Walte left that 
city after taking the body of Mrs. 
John E. Peck, there he said: “There 
will de another funeral within three 
months.“ Dr. Jacob B. Cornell of Som- 
erville, N. J., testified that he saw 
Peck one day before his death and that 
Peck appeared to be in excellent health. 

Arthur C. Swinton told of meeting Dr. 
Waite at the hotel where the, dentist 
shared a studio apartment with Mrs. 
Horton. Dr. Waite told him that the 
young woman was a nurse. Dr. Leon 
S. Moos, connected with a drug manu- 
facturing concern, testified that Waite 
had purchased from him typhoid and 
diphtheria germs. | 

An undertaker testified there was no 
arsenic in the embalming fluid injected 
into Peck’s body, but that Waite had 
asked him if there was not areenic in 
the fluid. Eugene Kane, who em- 
baimed the body, said that Waite had 
insisted upon giving him a check for 
39000 and later had asked him to put 
some arsenic in the embalming fluid to 
be sent to the District Attorney. 

Kane testified that Waite had given 
him a roll of bills amounting of 3,.. .

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BRANDES WINS

BY VOTE OF 10 


Strict Party Ballot Favors His 
Nomination to the Supreme 
Bench. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—The Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee voted 10 to 
8 today to report favorably to the 
Senate the nomination of Louis D. 
Brandeis to be Associate Justice of 


the Supreme Court. It was a strict 


party vote. 

No plan as to when the nomination will 
be taken up in the Senate has yet been 
formulated. 

The action “of the committee remained 
in doubt up to the time the vote was 
taken. Senator Shields, Democrat, of 
Tennessee; arrived in the capital today 
just in time to cast the deciling vote. 
He conferred with Senator Smith of 
Georgia before going to the committee 
room, but would not state his decision 
before casting his vote. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa was the only 
member of the committee not present. 
His vote, however, was recorded against 
confirmation. 

How the Senators Voted. 

Senators voting for confirmation were. 
Culberson, Overman, hilton, O'’Gor- 
man, Fletcher, Reed, Ashurst, Shields, 


Senators voting . gainst confirmation 
were: Clark of Wyoming, Nelson, Ditfi- 
Ungham, Sutherland, Brandegee, Borah, 
Cummins and Works. 

The vote is one of the final steps in a 
contest which started as soon as the 
nomination was sent to the Senate by 
President Wilson Jan. 28. Weeks were 
spent by a subcommittee taking testi- 
mony regarding charges against the 
nominee formulated by Committee of 
Citizens of Boston. The subcorhmittee 
recommended . confirmation by a strict 
party vote of three to two, The Judic- 
lary Committee has debated this testi- 
mony fully. 

Doubt existed as to the attitude of 
four Democrats—Senators Reed. .O’Gor- 
man, Smith of Georgia and Shields. To 
win a favorable report it was necessary 
for ali Democrats to vote for Brandeis. 
It became known last week that Weeks, 
O'Gorman and Smith would vote for 
confirmation, but doubt continued as to 
Senator Shields’ vote.

St. Louisan Sailed for Surope 
Without Passport to Sell 
Artificial Limbs.

NEW YORK, May A.—John J. Lahiv, 
erstwhile tailor and ald rman of St. 
Louis now a cattleman in Uruguay, Is 
in New York, having returned from 
France on the steamer Lafayette. He 
sailed from Bordeaux with the willing 
assent of the French Government after 
Secretary of State Lansing had wired 
over assurances of his American citizen- 
ship. He spent eight days in sunay 
France, but didn’t see much of the sun. 
“The only tuck 1 had over here was 
that I got cell No, 7 and to judge from 
the tone of a letter I gut from George 
A. Bucklin, the American consul, I 
seemed to need all the luck I could get 
hold of.“ 

Lahiv saled for France on the steamer 
Chicago some three weeks ag He had 
undertaken to deliver in Paris a trunk- 
ful and several gripsful ot samples of 
artificial limbs made by the Cella Manu- 
facturing Co. of St. Louis, but when he 
applied at tl. State Departmene in 
Washington for a passport he encoun- 
tered delay and he sailed without one. 

The steamer had not beén at sea two 
days when a passenger who heard La- 
hiv trying to square himself with the 
purser for having got aboard without a 
passport spread the report he was a Ger- 
man spy. Mr. Lahiv thought it- was 
meant for a joke, but it made him very 
unpopular with the officers of the ship 
who are not German. A couple of days 
later came a report of the outbreak 
in Dublin and another wag, convinced 
Mr. Lahiv was Irish, spread the report 
he was an Irish revolutionist. This 
helped a lot, too, when he finally got to 
Bordeaux. There the loca] officials had 
evidently seen him coming.

Fort Douaumont on the right bank, 
which was wrested from them by Gen.

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MASEL SETILE 
HERESY QUESTION 


No Candidate May Be Ordained 
Before He Accepts Tenets 
of the Church. 


ATLANTIC, CITY, N. J., May .24.— 
The General Assembly of the Pres- 
tyterian Church of the United States 
of America today adopted without de- 
bate a report from the Committee on 
Bills and Overtures, warning the New 
York and all other presbyteries that 
the tenets of the church must be ac- 
cepted by candidates for the ministry 
before they should be ordained. This 
action, it is believed, ends further dis- 
cussion in the present assembly of the 
alleged heresy question in which the 
New York Presbytery and Union 
Theological Seminary are involved, 
charged with licensing ministers 
whose beliefs do not accord with the 
cectrinal standards of the church. 

The report of the committee said com- 
plaint was made that the New York 
Presbytery licensed candidates who 
could not affirm their belief in the es- 
sential doctrine of the word of God and 
the church’s standards, that Jesus 
Christ was born of the Virgin Mary. 

Question of Discipline. 

The New York Presbytery, on its 
side, contended it was discourteous and 
unchristian and subversive of proper 
discipline for one presbytery to assert 
that the ministers of another presby- 
tery were untrue to their ordination 
VOws. 

Both sides of the controversy and 
the committee were convinced that the 
continued agitation of the subject was 
bringing reproach upon the church and 
must be effectually stopped. The con- 
tending parties finally in conference 
formulated a paper which the commit- 
tee approved and presented to the as- 
sembly. The paper follows: 

‘“‘Whereas, the records of the Presby- 
tery of New York show that on April 
10, 1916, that preabytery licensed three 
candidates for the ministry who neither 
affirmed or denied the doctrine of the 
virgin birth. 

‘‘Whereas, it is admitted that by the 
constitution of the church each presby- 
tery is the judge of qualifications of 
candidates for the ministry, but such 
presbytery in licensing these candidates 
should strictly observe the declarations 
of the confession of faith in doctrinal 
matters. ‘ 

“The General Assembly calls the at- 
tenttön of the presbyteries to the deliv- 
erance of the General Assembly of 1910, 
which is as follows: 

It is an essential doctrine of the word 
of God and our standards, that the Holy 
Spirit did so inspire, guide and move 
the writers of holy scripture as to keep 
them from error; that our Lord Jesus 
Christ was born of the Virgin Mary; 
that Christ offered up himself a sacri- 
fice to satisfy divine’ justice and thus 
reconcile us to God; that on the third 
day He arose from the dead with the 
same body with which He suffered and 
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with which also He ascended into

John MacNeill, president of the Sinn 
Fein volunteers, has been Found 
guilty by a court martial of com- 
plicity in the Irish rebellion.

The report was read by 
the Rev. J. Ross Stevenson of Prince- 
ton, N. J., the former moderator, chair- 
man of the Committee on Bills and 
Overtures. As he concluded a voice 
moved adoption of the report and an- 
other seconded, and when Moderator 
Marquis put the question a resounding 
“aye’’ boomed out. Not a dissenting 
vote was heard.

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$30,000 10 LIGHT 
STATUEOF LIBERTY 


New York World Opens Popu- 
lar Subscription List With 
$1000 Donation. 


By Wire From the Washtngton Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May, 2.—At the in- 
stance of the New York World, which 
has started a movement for the estab- 


lishment of an electric plant at Bed- 
loe’s Island that will keep the staatue 
of Liberty brilliantly lighted at night 
a joint bill has been introduced in both 
Houses of Congress authorizing the 
World’s plan and providing for the 
maintenance of the electric plant by 
the United States Government. 

The World's plan ig to have the ex- 
pense of the erection of the plant borne 
by popular subscription, heading the 
list itself with $1000. It is hoped that 
the subscriptions will bring in the other 
($29,000 necessary in pennies, nickels, 
dimes and dollars, just as 120,000 per- 
sons in 1885 paid $100,000 for the erection 
of the pedestal on which the Bartholdi 
statue stands. 

The Statue of Liberty is a gift from 
the people of France to the people of 
the United States and the cost was 
paid for by the subscriptions of 400,000 
French poor people. It was designed 
tc represent Liberty Enlightening the 
World.“ but the only light the statue 
has at present is around the “flaming 
torch” she holds in her uplifted hand 
that is hardy discernable at night. 

Senator Clarke’s Bill. 

Senator Clarke of Arkansas apprised 
of the World's plan to raise a fund 4 
iluminate the Statue of Liberty, intro- 
duced in the Senate yesterday the fol- 
lowing amendment to the rivers and har- 
bors bill: 

“That the Secretary be and is hereby 
authorized to accept for and on behalf 
of the United States and with thanks to 
the donors, funds raised or to be raised 
by the New York World for the con- 
struction of an electrical lighting plant 
adequate for the illumination of the 
Statue of Liberty on Bedloe’s Island, 
New York Harbor, with the understand- 
ing that the fun js will be applied to the 
purpose for which donated, and that the 
lighting plant, after construction, will ge 
maintained at the expense of the United 
States.’’ 

In the House Representative Farley of 
New York offered a joint resolution fol- 
lowing the phraseology of Senator 
Clarke’s amendment. It was referred to 
the Committee on Military Affairs, of 
which Mr. Farley is a member. 

Senator Clarke will urge the adoption 
of his amendment today. He will have 
the support of the Senators from New 
York, as well as of others whom the 
World consulted before seeking govern- 
mental permission to raise the fund by 
popular subscription. 

Senator O’Gorman said: ‘I think well 
of the plan. It should go through, and 
I will do what I can to have it accepted 
by the Senate.“ 

Senator Wadsworth said: I am heart- 
ily in favor of the amendment and think 
it should be adopted without serious 
opposition. Senator Glarke told me to- 
day he thought it would be accepted. 

Will Press the Measure. 

Representative Farley said: “I shall 
press for favorable action in committee 
on the resolution, and I am sure there 
will be no objection in the lower House. 
The War Department reports that only 
$4000 will be required to maintain the 11. 
lumination. The plan has my hearty in- 
dorsement.“ 

Before undertaking the collection of a 
fund for the purpose, the World took 
counsel with artists, engineers and elec- 
trical experts, and found unanimous 
opinion that Liberty illuminated would 
be the most beautiful heroic work of 
art in America. From no quarter was 
there any objection to lighting the 
statue so long as the rays were not 
cast upon the water, but thrown up- 
ward around the bronze figure of the 
goddess. 

Plans were then drawn and submitted 
in detail to each department of the Gov- 
ernment that might be interested. All 
reported favorably. Personal expres- 
sions in each instance were enthusi- 
astically in commendation of the project.

New Budget for $1,500,000,000, 
Making Total of $11,500,- 
000,000 Since War Began. 


mons today unanimously voted a credit 
of $1,500,000,000-to carry on the war, mak- 
ing a total of $11,500,000,000 voted since 
the war began. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, former 
First Lord of the Admiralty, who has 
been opposing the Government in the 
House of Commons since his return from 
the front, was the first speaker in the 
general debate. Mr. Churchill expressed 
regret that Mr. Asquith had not re- 
viewed the general strategic situation 
and said it was unreasonable for people 
to expect the war to turn substantially 
and decisively in favor of the allies. 
The contending armies were far too 
evenly matched at the present time to 
permit of such a change. 

The allies felt that they were stronger 
and had a preponderance of men, Mr. 
Churchill said, but against this was the 
central position of their opponents, their 
superior unity of their war direction and 
the advantage of being able to retain the 
initiative. The allies had larger re- 
Serves, actual and potential, than their 
enemies and it was in the use that was 
made of them that the hope of final vic- 
tory lay. 

Must Make Best Use of Men. 

The frequency of the eGrman and 
Austrian attacks on all parts of the 
front might be a sign of the méasure 
of ther strength, Mr. Churchill said, 
but it might also be a sign of the 
measure of their profound anxiety. 
If the Germans were beaten decisively 
they would undoubtedly be beaten 
by lack of men, and accordingly the 
best use must be made, of the men 
now being called to the army. 

Speaking in the light of his experi- 
ences at the front, Col. Churchill re- 
ferred to the British in France. He 
mentioned the salients which the 
British troops hold and added: 

“We should not continue to hold 
Naces of no vital importance in the 
line where our men are at a disad- 
vantage and suffer undue losses. 
There are three or four such places, 
and it is said the Garmans have or- 
ders not to rush us out, in order that 
they may continue to reap the benefit 
of our occupation of them. No re- 
proach will be made against the Gov- 
ernment if the line is readjusted.” 

Mr. Churchill urged reduction in 
the number of men retained for home 
service and also the use of the “re- 
serves of Africa and Asia.” He said 
African and Asiatic troops could be 
trained in Egypt “for next year's 
campaign.” 


a “Where Are 5,000,000 Men?” 
That does not correspond with the 


Premier’s description of our military 
efforts,” he continued. “The Prime 
Minister said the total military effort 
of the empire was 5,000,000 men. 
Where are they? Certainly they have 
not been in contact with the enemy. 
Our miltary efforts should be mea- 
sured by the number of enemy forces 
we are holding on our respective 
fronts. The 45 eGrman and Turkish 
divisions which we face would total 
900,000 men all told and, therefore, 
the actual figthing force with which 
we are in contact is probably in ef- 
fective rifle and artillery strength. 

“If our total effort is 5,000,000 men 
It is evident after every conceivable 
deduction has been made that there 
is a large margin not yet usefully ap- 
plied to the prosecution of the war.” 

Mr. Churchill urged that every serv- 
iceable man should be put in to 
lengthen and strengthen the fighting 
line. He suggested that battalions be 
increased to 1200 men, in order to re- 
duce the proportion of men who in all 
battalions could not be classed in rifle 
strength. He also urged overhauling 
the army service corps and the royal 
army medical corps with a view to 
obtaining all able-bodied’ men for 
scivice in the trenches. 


Urges Use of OCavalrymen. 
Another suggestion made by 
Churchill was abolition of officers’ 
servants and grooms and careful con- 
sideration of cavalry regiments. He 
pointed out that there were 200,000 
officers in the army with an equal 
number of servants and 60,000 grooms, 
an army in itself. nI addition there 
were great masses of cavairy which 
eculd be used if the Government 
would build formations from the men 
of these famous regiments. He be- 
lieved they could be organized into a 
force of the highest military quality. 

In moving the vote of credit for 
£200,000,000 (€$1,500,000,000) Premier 
Acquith commented that this was the 
eleventh vote since the Leginning of 
the war and the second for the cur- 
rent financial year. The total granted 
this year, he added, was £600,000 
(800,000,000) making a grand total of 
£2,382,000,000 ($11,500,000,000). 

In proposing the vote of credit, Pre- 
mier Asquith laid before the House of 
Commons an account in some detail 
or the Government's recent financial 
operations. He took up the period 
between April 1 and May 320, saying 
the actual outlay during those 60 
days was £241,000,000. 


The Premier added he could hold 
out no hope of any appreciable re- 
duction in expen@itures. Betimating 
that the £800,006,000 added would 
lest until the middle of the first week 
in August, the Premier said he moved 
this vote with the same confidence 


an he felt in moving the firet vote, 


but at this stage he would deal only 
with the financial position. 

The Premier said that expenditure 
of £241,000,000 between April 1 and 
20—4 daily average of £4,820,000 
~—was the highest rate reached by 
Great Britain in any such period dur- 
ing the war.

“TELLS HOW SWISS. 
| MILITARY TRAINING 


SYSTEM. WORKS} 


Former Lieutenant in European 
Republic Thinks Plan Should 
Be Adopted in U. S. 


The advantages and disadvantages of | © 


the Swiss system of universal military 
training, which has been widely advo- 
cated as a pattern for an American 
citizen army, were discussed today with 


a Post-Dispatch reporter by Hans El- 


miger of 3673 South Broadway, former 
manager of the Concordia Turnverein, 
who served 10 years in the Swiss army 
and reached the rank of First Lieuten- 
ant in the artillery. 

Elmiger spoke in highest praise of 
the physical advantages of the system 
of training and declared that it was 
the greatest agency for the develop- 
ment of the youths of Switzerland into 
strong and useful manhood, He did 
believe, however, that the necessity of 
young men going away from their 
work several weeks each year for mili- 
tary training resulted to their econom- 
ical disadvantage, especially if they 
wer? wage earners. 

“IT have known them many times to 
lose their jobs,“ he said. It igs true 
that most employers keep places open 
for their men who go away for army 
service and a great many of them con- 
tinue to pay full wages for the period 
of absence, but others do not. The un- 


skilled laborers guffer more than oth- 


ers because their places are 80 easily 
filled.’’ 
How Swiss System Works. 

Elmiger has been away from Switzer- 
land 12 years and in that time, he said, 
the system has been changed consider-- 
ably. He said he was not thoroughly 
familiar with all e requirements of 
the present time. When he reached the 
age of compulsory military service at 20 
he said he had to serve 10 weeks the first 
year. The next year or two about four 
weeks annual service was required. Aft- 
er that a man had to give up about two 
weeks each year for training until he 
reached the age of 50. Of course, if he 
showed special aptitude and was select- 
ed for schooling as an officer he had to 
give up more time. 

“It was the training for officers es- 
pecially,”’ Elmiger said, which inter- 
fcred with a young man’s regular occu- 
pation. If he was chosen for a Corporal 
or a Sergeantthe had no choice but to 
go and then he usually had to devote 
about 16 weeks a year to instruction and 
training. Not many employers could af- 
ford to keep positions open that long 
and it often happened that the young 
man would find himself out of work 
when hia training season ended. And 
when I was in Switzerland jobs were 
much harder to find than here.“ 

The problem of loss of employment is 
never very great, Elmiger said, after a 
young man passes his first year or two 
of army service except in the case of 
those who advance to the officers’ 
ranks. The age at which service must 
begin fs 20 and that is the year in which 
the longest time is required—at present 
67 days for most branches of the army. 

It was pointed out by Elmiger that the 
young man is rarely settled at that age 
and suffers little from temporary loss of 
employment. As he grows older the 
length of service required is shortened 
to not more than two weeks and there 
is less interference’ with his occupation. 

„The strict training is an excellent 


thing for young men, Elminger said. 


“Tt develops them physically into 
strong men and it adds to their mental 
efficiency. They learn what obedience 
is and they learn to think. I have wished 
many times that some of the careless 
and thoughtless young men of this coun- 
try had to go through such a course of 
training. It would make better men out 
of them. It really adds, in most cases, 
to the qualifications of a man for any 
occupation he may undertake.” 

“Another advantage is that it interests 
young men in shooting as a sport. They 
organize rifle clubs all over the country 
and their regular Sunday diversion is 
target practice. The Government fur- 
nishes the rifles and ammunition. This 
gives Switzerland a nation of expert 
riflemen whose usefulness for national 
defense cannot be overestimated, I do 
not think that the Swiss system develops 
an aggressive militaristic spirit, but 
rather encourages sober thought on the 
part of the people. 


“The national guard system in this 


country is in no way an adequate substi- 
tute for the Swiss system. I feel that 
the advantages of the Swiss system so 


far outweigh its disadvantages that 1 


would like to see it adopted in Amer- 
ica.”

Bishop William A. Quayle, possibly 
the most noted pulpit orator of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, will soon 
come to St. Louis to make his home. 
He lives in St. Paul, but a few days 
ago, at the general conference of the 
church, in Saratoga Springs, N. Y., he 
asked for an assignment farther South, 
because the severe winters in St. Paul 
have had an unfavorable effect on his 
wife's health. Yesterday, according to 
a dispatch, his transfer to St. Louis 
was announced. 

Since the death of Bishop Charles 
Smith, two years ago, there has been 
no resident Bishop of the Methodist 
church in St. Louis.

Alderman Barney L. Schwartz offers a con- 
vincing answer to the attack on the city by Fes- 
tus J. Wade for “milking” the public ytility cor- 
porations. 

Mr. Wade advanced the theory that St. Louis 
suffers on account of its policy of laying tax bur- 
dens on public utilities and its hartzh treatment 
of them. 

The Post-Dispatch answered this statement by 
showing that the public utilities of this city paid 
comparatively little into the city treasury and 
that cities which had compelled public utilities to 
pay over large percentages of their earnings and 
to reduce rates lead in growth and prosperity. 
The cheaper the rates for gas, electricity and 
transportation and the greater the benefits en- 
joyed by citizens from public utilities, the more 
attractive the city to residents and business men. 
This goes without saying. 

Alderman Schwartz emphasizes the “milking” 
of the public utilities by their owners as the 
heaviest burden laid upon them are the profitable 
contracts for electricity forced on the Union Elec- 
tric and the Unitéd Railways. The profits of 
these contracts, which absorb so much of the 
earnings of the corporations, are enjoyed by men 
who control them. Both the Union Electric and 
the United Railways pay half a million in ex- 
cess rake-offs to subsidiary corporations. 

Mr. Schwartz might have gone back of this and 
showed how the city, the public and the utility 
corporations were “milked” by franchise grab- 
bing and high financiering. The lame condition of

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CLOSING THE DOOR OF PRAOR. 

Perhaps the most notable journalistic achieve- 
ment of the war, the Post-Dispatch interview with 
the German Chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, will be searched in vain for a word favora- 
ble to early peace.

Hope of negotiations is vain when belligerents 
find Aheir purposes unattained and yet persist in 
them. In adopting this policy, Germany is re- 
sponsive to the recent utterances of ita enemies. 
The determination of Great Britain and France, as 
voiced by Sir Edward Grey and Prime Minister 
Briand, to crush Prussian militarism, is met with 
a sneer and a reference to what the war maps 
show, 

There is a bigger war map, however, than that 
which he views with so much pride. When we 
come to examine the ocean highways of the world 
we find them as truly in possession of Great Brit- 
ain as Belgium or Northern France are in posses- 
sion of Germany. When we look for the German 
colonial empire established at great cost we see all 
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but one dependency in the hands of the enemy, 
and that closely beleaguered. The land forces of 
Germany occupy a few thousand square miles of 
enemy territory. The sea power of Great Britain 
holds over a million square miles of German ter- 
ritory in all quarters of the earth. 

A phase of the war as important as any of these 
cannot be exhibited on a war map. Doubtless the

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DENTAL CLINIO FOR THE SOHOOLS. 
Dr. Stewart's suggestion that the city should 
provide a dental clinic for the care of the teeth 
of children whose parents are not able to afford 
dental attention is in line with what the Post-Dis- 
patch has urged for years. The report of the 
Board of Education showing that, on an average, 
50 pupils are given free dental care by the St. 
Louis University dental college each week proves 
the need of a municipal clinic. The work is so 
exacting that it should not be made an imposi- 
tion on any voluntary or private institution. 
Not long ago the Department of Hygiene found, 
using an average based upon an exdmination of 
the mouths of 846 children, that probably 73,500 
pupils of the public schools suffer from defective 
teeth. This means that large numbers of children 
who cannot afford dental attention and for whom 
volunteer care is insufficient, must suffer the 
loss of teeth and the dangers of disease that 
accompany decayed teeth, unless the city supplies 
the need. Dr. Stewart’s suggestion should be 
acted upon at the earliest possible moment. 
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EIGHT-HOUR DEMAND DEFINED. . 
The statement has been made by the Post- 
Dispatch and other papers to the effect that 
the demand of the railroad men is not a genuine 
demand for the eight-hour day and the admitted 
benefits of the eight-hour system, but looks 
rather to a change in the unit of calculation 
bringing higher pay. This statement has been a 
cause of resentment. 

But this is the precise interpretation placed on 
the demand by Vice President Val Fitzpatrick of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. In the 
January. number of the Railroad Trainman, print- 
ed in Cleveland, Mr. Fitzpatrick had an article in 


which the following appeared: 

By ths time this article appears in The 
Railroad Trainman, the four train service 
Brotherhoods. in all probability, will have 
launched a movement for an eight-hour basic 
work-day, There appears to be some difference 
of opinion as to what such a proposal involves, 
therefore it may be seasonable to say that 
there is quite a difference between an eight- 
hour work-day and an eight-hour basic work 
day. 

The first contemplates that eight hours shall 
be the maximum working time, and as « rule 
where the eight-hour workday obtains through 
contract relations between employer and em- 
ployes, it is the constant endeavor ta prevent 
working overtime except in cases of necessity. 
It appears that some of the men in the train 
service are of the opinion that this is the pro- 
posat-of the organizations. However, this is 
not the case. The second, the eight-hour basic 
workday, cortemplates that eight hours shall 
be the basics for a day's work and any time tn 
exces thereof shall de paid for us overtime; 
consequently under such a provision there is 
no limit to the hours worked.

Mrs. Sanger’s opinion, grounded on information 
which she has had peculiar opportunities of ob- 
taining, is that it is not a good law and should be 
broken. Others think it is a good law. Others, 
not particularly concerned with the teachings of 
sects or the pronouncements of moralists, have 
honest doubts. . 

There is no means of knowing on which side the 
preponderance of opinion lies. It may be that 
more people think as Mrs. Sanger thinks than 
think the otner way. She has a right to persuade 
still mere to the same way of thinking, and with 
their help ts bring about the law’s repeal. That is 
the American way of getting rid of bad laws. 
But in the meantime there is the law. Because 
Mre. Sanger does not like it she breaks it. There 
are other laws. Others do not like them. They 
have as much right to break the laws they do not 
like as Mrs. Sanger has to break the law she does 
not like. What would happen with each person 
breaking the laws he does not like?
